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Introduction 


A  sure-footed  pride  in  past  and  pres- 
ent accomplishments  as  well  as  an  opti- 
mistic view  of  the  future  was  perhaps  the 
greatest  legacy  of  The  Centennial  Exhi- 
bition to  the  American  people.  This  mag- 
nificent international  fair  of  1876,  held  in 
Philadelphia's  Fairmount  Park,  revealed 
the  United  States  as  the  preeminent  indus- 
trial and  economic  power  in  the  world  and 
did  much  to  enhance  a  national  identity 
and  purpose.  Locally,  this  collective  con- 
fidence and  spirit  of  progress  fostered  the 
founding  of  The  Pennsylvania  Museum 
and  School  of  Industrial  Art. 

The  name  of  this  new  institution  was 
plainly  descriptive  of  its  dual  function  and 
of  its  initial  collecting,  exhibition,  and 
educational  concerns.  While  museums 
and  schools  for  artistic  training  existed  in 
Philadelphia  at  the  time,  none  was  singu- 
larly devoted  to  the  industrial  arts.  Early 
collections  included  native  and  foreign 
products  and  manufactures  and  objects  of 
art  such  as  pottery  and  porcelain,  textiles, 
metalworks  and  enamels,  carvings,  furni- 
ture, and  some  pictures.  Classes  in  Draw- 
ing, Modeling  and  Casting,  Geometry, 
Color,  Anatomy,  Botany,  and  Historical 
Ornamentation  and  Original  Design  were 
among  the  first  offerings  of  the  school. 
Lessons,  taught  by  individuals  acknowl- 
edged in  their  fields,  were  all  oriented 
toward  applications  in  the  working  world. 
Additionally,  the  Museum's  collections 
provided  a  rich  internal  resource  of  teach- 
ing tools  and  inspiration  to  students. 

The  Pennsylvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art  was  never  housed 
under  one  roof.  Memorial  Hall,  designed 
as  The  Art  Gallery  for  The  Centennial 


Exhibition,  was  the  first  home  of  the 
Museum.  The  School  occupied  several 
locations  in  center  city  Philadelphia  before 
acquiring  a  permanent  home  at  Broad  and 
Pine  Streets.  By  the  close  of  the  century, 
the  scope  of  collections  and  curriculum 
had  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds,  well 
beyond  its  originally  chartered  interests. 
One  of  the  most  significant  additions  to 
the  institution  occurred  when  the  educa- 
tional program  of  The  Philadelphia  As- 
sociation of  Textile  Manufacturers  joined 
forces  with  the  School  in  1884,  eventually 
providing  technical  education  in  textile 
arts  unsurpassed  in  this  country  and 
praised  throughout  the  world. 

A  review  of  the  successive  name 
changes  of  the  School  is  indicative  of  this 
growth  and  of  a  rapid  philosophical  evolu- 
tion within  the  institution  as  a  whole.  The 
School  of  Textile  Arts  separated  from  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Industrial 
Art  in  1948  to  become  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Textiles  and  Science.  Finally, 
in  1964,  the  Museum-School  dissolved  its 
partnership  with  the  Philadelphia  Museum 
of  Art — known  as  one  of  the  world's  great 
museums — and  Philadelphia  College  of 
Art  became  an  independent  institution — 
one  of  this  country's  leading  colleges  for 
undergraduate  studies  in  the  visual  arts. 

Philadelphia  College  of  Art  has  a 
most  distinguished  heritage.  It  occupies 
an  important  place  in  the  contemporary 
arts  community.  But  apart  from  its  pres- 
tigious origins  and  previous  associations, 
how  is  the  fine  reputation  which  the  School 
has  earned  and  continues  to  enjoy  today 
to  be  credited?  This  question  is  largely 
answered  by  a  statement  in  a  recent  PCA 


catalog:  "An  art  school  is  a  special  place 
...  as  special  as  the  artists,  teachers,  and 
students  who  give  it  life." 

Ajfects/ Effects:  Past  Faculty  of  Phila- 
delphia College  of  Art  is  a  salute  to  some 
artists  and  designers  who  have  made  PCA 
a  special  place,  and  whose  role  and  con- 
tributions as  artists  and  teachers  have  been 
instrumental  in  the  College's  develop- 
ment. The  concept  of  "affect/effect'  was 
central  to  PCA's  beginnings:  A  museum 
collection  of  excellent  objects,  combined 
with  training  led  by  teachers  of  skill  and 
renown  would  influence,  or  affect,  stu- 
dents in  their  studies  and  in  their  material 
creations,  or  artistic  effects. 

Since  its  founding,  Philadelphia  Col- 
lege of  Art  has  had  many  distinguished 
artists  on  its  faculty.  This  exhibition,  rep- 
resenting only  86  members  of  the  faculty 
by  130  artworks,  attempts  a  partial  survey 
of  these  artists'  influences  and  accom- 
plishments through  a  display  of  some  of 
their  creative  work. 

Affects/ Effects  is  not  a  definition  or 
official  history  of  teaching  at  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art.  Admittedly,  the  exhibition 
is  not  comprehensive,  but  rather  an  explo- 
ration, highlight,  and  glimpse  of  a  very 
important  institutional  past.  It  is  also 
hoped  that  this  exhibition  will  give  greater 
insight  into  the  cultural  history  and  tradi- 
tions of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.
